American Markets Feverish. 


Sr. Perensavne, April 9.—The Official Messenger 
publishes the following this morning: “Gen. Kom- 
aroff reports that, in consequence of hostile mani- 
festations by the Afghans, he was compelled to 
attack them. The Afghans were posted upon both 
banks of the river Kushk, in fortified positions. 
The fight occurred on the 30th of March. The Af- 
ghan force, which consisted of 4000 men with 
eight guns, were defeated with a loss of 500. All 
their artillery, two standards of banners and the 
entire camp outfit and all the provisions of the Af- 
ghans were captured. The Russian loss was three 
subalterns and ten soldiers killed, and twenty-nine 


wounded. 
BRITISH APPEALS FOR PROTECTION 


When the fighting ended, Gen. Komaroff returned 
across the river to the positions he had formerly 
occupied. Gen. Komaroff also reports that some 
British officers, who had been eye-witnesses but not 
participants inthe engagement, appealedto the 
Russians for protection when they saw that the 
Afghans were beaten. But, unfortunately, he says, 
a convoy which he immediately dispatched to che 
relief of these officers was unable to overtake the 
Afghan cavalry, who carried the British away with 
them in their flight. 

MORE SERIOUS THAN REPORTED. 

Baron De Staal, the Russian Ambassador, believes 
that the fighting in Afghanistan was even more 
serious than has been reported in the different 
press dispatches. M. Lessar, in an interview to- 
day, said the Afghans caused the fight through 
attacking a number of Russian pickets and driving 
them from their poste. The Russians then retaliat- 
ed, when a general fight ensued. 

WAR CERTAIN. 

Loxpor, April 9, 11:30 a. u.—There is great de- 
pression in financial circles bere this morning. It 
is but too evident that the leaders of the street now 
feel that war is certain. Consols, which closed last 
night at 977-16 for both money and account, 
opened this morning at 9644 for both. Russian se- 
curities are about as weak as they well can be, hav- 
ing declined three points since the close last night. 

EQUIVALENT TO A DECLARATION OF WAR. 

1 p. u There is great excitement on the London 
Stock Exchange, amounting to almost a panic, over 
the news of the fightin Afghanistan, which is re- 
garded as equivalent to a declaration of war. For- 
eign funds are demofhlized. Russians are quoted 
at 8254. Paris advices say the 3 per cent rentes are 
informally quoted at 76 francs, 75 centimes. 

ATTACKED THE AFGHANS. 

12:30 . M. — Russian securities continue to fall 
rapidly. A dispatch to the Times from Gubran, 
dated April 3, states that the Russians, while 
making a pretext of changing the position of 
their outposts on the Afchan frontier, attacked 
Penjdeh on March 30, and drove the Afghans out 
of their position. The Afghans stubboroly resisted 
their assailants. The weather was wet 
at the time of the attack, which rendered the 
muzzie-loading guus of the Afghans useless. Two 
companies beld one position against the Russians 
until the defenders were killed. The Afghans 

_ retreated to Maranchak in perfect order. The Rus- 
sians made no pursuit. The Sarahks remain neu- 
tral, but plundered the Afghans’ camp. The Rus- 
sian losses are said to be great. The British officers 
remainéd until the Afzhans effected their retreat, 
when they joined the camp of Sir Peter Lumsden. 

THE RUSSIANS OCCUPYING PENJDER. 

The Telegraph published a fourth edition, which 
was on the streets a little before 2 o'clock this after- 
moon, This states that the gravity of the news from 
the Afghan border has not been in any degree 
diminished by the advices received by the. Govern- 
ment.

The Russias Army of the Caucasus. 

In view of to-day's news from Aighanistan, the 
following detaus of the strength of the Russian 
army in the Caucasus, condensed from the Loudon 
Times of March 20th, has special interest: 

The army of the Caucasus has been roughly com- 
puted at 200,000 men, but in order to arrive at that 
total all its details must be included, reserves, 
trregulars and Cossacks. The regular army of the 
Caucasus numbers 70,000 men, but its reserve of 
another 60,000 would raise it to 120,000 strong. 
Besides this force of the line there are 30.000 
Georgian and Imer'itian irregulars of horse and foot. 
The Cossacks established in the settlements north 
of the Caucasian range represent another section 
of the armed forces of the Tiflis Governorship, and 
they are expec ted to supply a quota of 50,000 men. 
These separate totals make up the grand result of 
200,000 men, and this force may be properly com- 
pared and contrasted with the Anglo Indian army 
of about the same nominal strength. It resembles 
that force in another respect which is too often 
obscured. A very large proportion of the 
army of the Caucasus is non-Russian. The 
Cossacks, Circassians, Georgians and others form 
the majority of the troops whom Prince Dondou- 
koff-Korsakoff could array in time of war. The 70. 
000 men who are permanently engaged in garrison 
duty south of the Caucasus are distributed between 
Batoum, Tiflis, Kars. and other fortified places on 
the Turkish and Persian frontiers. They have also 
to furnish the troops employed inthe Askabad dis- 
trict, and these number about 15,000 men, of whom 
9,000 are in positions east of Bami. It is quite cer- 
tain that any extra work thrown upon this portion 
of the Russian Army would immediately necessi- 
tate the calling out of the reserves, who are reaily 
nothing more nor leas than military colonists who re- 
ceive a grantof land and are allowed to marry 
after serving five years with the colors. The call- 
ing out of the reserves, and the increase of the Cos- 
sack regiments by the corps drawn from 
the steppe, would be the preliminaries 
to placing ihe army of the Caucasus on a war foot- 
ing; but even then there would be plenty of work 
on its bands. It is within the range of possibility 
that the Russians could increase Gen. Komaroff’s 
army to 60,000 men if they were ett undisturbed in 
Armenia and on the Black Sea. But that task 
could only be exeou ed at the cost of a great effort, 
and after the preparation of many months In 
1881. when Russia threw herself into the work of 
repairing the defeat of Geok Tepe and crushing 
the Turcomans, she succeeded in placing 25.000 
troops on the eastern shores of the Caspian, but the 
preparations took neatly twelve months Her

in the open field, and of the 50,000 
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that they would be employed outside the Caucasus. 
It is, of course, impossible to gauge with any de- 
gree of accuracy the comparative efficiency of two 
armies which are organized on two different sys- 
tems, and which have never met in war; but while 
admitting the merit of the Russian soldier, who is 
stated. without any excessive exaggeration, to be 
“capable of going anywhere on black bread and 
water.“ it does seem as if the superiority in mi- 
tary efficiency military resources rested with 
the Anglo-Indian army rather than with that of the 
Caucasus. 
Any campaign against Herat—for if war ensues 
Russia's objective will, of course, be the town 
on the Heri Rud-—-would be of an entirely different 
character. Herat is 1,200 miles from Tiffis, and 
nearly 400 from Askabad; and although an army 
might be sustained once Herat is reached, most of 
the supplies for this force en route would haye to 
be carried with it, after making the most liberal al- 
lowance for what might be drawn from Meshed and 
Northern Persia. The Russians, it is true, have 
4,000 men on the Murghab and nearly 5,000 between 
Askabad and Zulficar, and those two corps, in- 
creased by a large Turcoman gathering from 
Merv, would undoubtedly suffice at this moment to 
overcome all opposition outside the walls of Herat. 
But in the event of Russia committing herself to 
the irrevocable step of an act of hostility against 
the Ameer, it is clear that, although an initial suc 
cess might be scored, it would be a matter of ex- 
treme difficulty, if not an utter impossibility, to 
raise the advanced army to anything like the large 
numbers that would be necessary in face of the 
joint opposition of the Afghan and Indian armies. 
The official figures show that the whole strength 
of the Indian army, native and British, amounts to 
about 200,000 men, but even the Times admits that 
these figures do not by any means represent the 
actual force of the Indian army, which will 
go but little over 150,000 fighting men. In dis- 
cipline, however, the Indian troops, it is claimed, 
are much the superiors of the Russians. A recent 
traveler in the Caucasus. quoted by the, Times has 
the following to say about the discipline and char- 
acter of the Russian troops stationed in that coun- 
try: 
“They have very few parades and absolutely no 
pipe-clay; a company or two is paraded daily dur- 
ing the summer months for rifle practice under the 
adjutant and musketry instuctor, and the corps is 
assembled once a month for muster. The rest of 
the time the men do much as they choose, and 
usually either work at trades, selling the product of 
their industry at asort of market which is held 
every Sunday iu the bazar of the town, or hire 
themselves out at so much per diem to private in- 
dividuals as porters, laborers, etc.” 
On the other hand, the Indian troops are subject 
to constant and sustained military exercise, and 
are, the English claim, as highly trained as any 
European army. The whole of the Indian garrison 
cannot be withdrawn forthe war in Afghanistan, 
and while the road from Tiflis to Herat is difficult 
for the Russians, the route from the beginning of 
the Khyber Pass to Herat is equally ful! of obstacles 
for the English. The Russian outposts are not fifty 
miles from Abdurrahman's western capital, the 
nearest British forces are hundreds of miles away.

The Dying Soldier’s Condition Re- 
mains Unchanged To-Day.

The Grant household was quiet and undisturbed 
all last night. Between 11 o'clock and midnight 
Gen. Grant fell asleep, and, except by coughing oc- 
casionally, his seep was continuous until 7 o'clock 
this morning. At that hour he aroused himself for 
the day and took nourishment plenteously and well. 
After the morning treatment or his throat the pa 
tient walked about his room. His mind was clear 
at waking and afterwards. During the night Dr. 
Shrady and the family enjoyed a long sleep, The 
General’s condition was 80 favorable to-day 
that the physicians deemed immediate medical at 
tendance not necessary through the day. At 4 
o'clock this afternoon a consultation will be held 
and until then no bulletins will be issued, 


At10a. m. Senator Chaffee left the house. He 
said an anodyne was administered to Gen. Grant at 
9 o'clock, and he was sleeping when Mr. Chaffee 
left. It was stated by Mr. Chaffee that a recurrence 
of hemorrhage was regarded so improbable that 
the family and physicians were at ease on that 
score, as evidenced by the absence of all the doc- 
tors from the house. David J. Mallon. commander 
of Lafayette Post No. 140, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, of which Gen. Grant is an honorary mem- 
ber, called during the morning. He brought a set 
of resolutions, inclosed in a case of polished oak, lined 
with blue plush, and bearing the monogram U. 8. 
G. in silver on the outside, and the G. A. R. and 
Post badgesia gold, and enamel on the inside. The

ST. LOUIS. AND FRANCE. 

In origin, early history and afflliations, St. 
Louis is altogether French. Founded by 
Frenchmen, settled by Frenchmen, with politi~ 
cal and social ideas and institutions exclusively 
French, it was for many years as thoroughly 
French as if it had been located on the Loire 
or Seine instead of the Mississippi. In the long 
and desperate contest waged by France to build 
_and maintain an empire in America, St. Louis 
played an important part. It was justly ro- 
garded by the home government as an inval- 
uable strategic point, the protection and 
prosperity of which were essential to 
the success of those vast plans ma- 
tured in the cabinet of Versailles 
and vigorously seconded by the viceregal 
authorities of Quebec and Montreal. If that 
empire had been established, St. Louis would 
certainly have been the western metropolis of 
“New France“ that splendid dream which 
vanished forever on the plains of Abraham. 
Long after the decisive battle which transferred 
Canada and its dependencies to the British 
Crown, and even until a time within the recol- 
lection of persons now living, St. Louis 
retained in full strength all ber French sympa- 
thies and associations; nor have these been 
entirely extinguished by the changes in 
population and political connections 
incident to ber present position. 
The namesof our oldest families, borrowed 


| for our streets and avenues; the dominant re- 


ligi ous faith, and the hold which the French 
language still has among us—all indicate that 
the tie which once bound us so closely to the 
fair land beyond the seais not yet utterly 
broken, nor is likely soon to be. 

With such antecedents, and with so many 
permanent memorials of the French period of 
her existence, the city whose very name de- 
clares a French birth and lineage cannot afford 
to be backward in responding to the appeal in 
behalf of the superb work of ‘art which France 
has giventothe United States asa token of 
friendship, and as a graceful reminder of 
tho inestimable services rendered in the 
struggle for national independence. The 
Bartholdi statue must have a pedestal; should 
have had one long ago. It is a disgrace to the 
country that there has been any lack of money 
for such an object; it will be something worse 
than a disgrace if this deficiency is not prompt- 
ly and generously supplied. We feel assured 
that St. Louis will gladly improve the oppor- 
tunity of recognizing the peculiar debt she 
owes to France; of brightening the historic 
chain which links the present to the past; of 
acknowledging and emphasizing the affection 
due from the child to the mother. We refuse 
to believe that St. Louis will consent to be be- 
hind any of her sister cities in contributions to 
the pedestal fund. If worthy of her ancestry 
and traditions, she will surpass them all in the 
noble effort to redeem the national reputation 
by providing an appropriate setting for the 
gift of France.

THD exeitement among the farmers and cat-
